BALTIMORE, Md., Novemlx^r 5.— S. C. Hildreth’s 
Mad Hatter won his sixth consecutive victory today 
and showed one of the best performances of his I 
career when he picked up 126 pounds and came 
from behind on tlie backstretch to win the Pimlico 
Serial Weight-for-Age Race No. 2 in a driving finish 
from Billy Kelly. Mad Hatter was ridden by 
Ensor and had a scant length to spare at the fin- 
ish. The mile was run in 1:38, a full second 
faster than the previous • track record for the dis- 
tance. J. K. Li. Ross sent two to the post in this 
stake, Sir Barton and Billy Kelly. Sir Barton, 
showing a flash of his old form, dashed to the 
front when the start came and, outrunning his 
opponents to the first turn, drew away. Straight- 
ening out on the backstretch, Ensor sent Mad Hatter 
after the leaders with a rush and after passing 
the half-mile post took the lead. Billy Kelly, 
which had been waited with, responded with a great 
burst of speed when Kummer called on him and, 
after coming to the outside at the stretch turn, 
began wearing the leader down. Mad Hatter was 
not to be denied, however, and he outlasted the 
others when the final test came. Mooney, who had 
the mount on Senniugs Park, lodged a claim of 
foul against Billy Kelly, claiming that the latter 
was responsible for bis being cut off at the first 
turn, where be attempted to go through on the 
isside. 

' Old Metal, one of the starter in the Baltimore 
Steeplechaae, came out of the race in bad condi- 
tion. The horse fell lame during the race and was 
polled up the last half mile. Earlocker proved an 
easy winner. He was under restraint until after 
taking the eleventh fence, when he went to the 
front and at the finish be had something in re- 
nerve. 

HXOH-FRICEB TEABLING MAKES GOOD.

Sam Hildreth made no mistake when he bouglit Grey latg. 'flie son of Star Shoot and a Meddler 
mother — a wonderful c-ombiuution in American racing — is a fast and honest young horse and is more than 
an Epsom I>erby dream should he go on. John Madden entered Grey Lag in the English classic of 1921. 
Hildreth is an ambitious man and there is much honor in an English blue ribbon victory. 

The colt has run twelve races this year and been unplaced but twice. For 5Iax Hirsch Grey Lag won 
two of seven races and $7,987.50. He was unlucky to lose the Futurity. Because he was, Hildreth 
bought him. For him Grey Lag has never been unplaced and has won two of his five races in the black 
and white and $7,715. Of course, tliat is far below the price paid for the colt — $50,000, it is reported. 
But he seems to be worth that. Horse prices in this country are not as high as they should be, consider- 
ing the earning power of a great one. But there is a gamble about greatness, tomorrow is usually less 
than today on the turf, and a Man o’ War comes only once in a decade or two. Grey Lag will have an 
opportunity to show his greatness in the Kentuck.v Jockey Club’s Stakes at ChurchUl Downs today 
when he meets Tryster and other crack juveniles for the richest juvenile prize of the Kentucky fall 
season, the winner of this newly-established race to receive approximately $25,000.

Star Shoot, sire of Grey Lag, was a remarkable horse in more ways than one, for though he turned- 
out any number of winners during his stud career, bis best efforts were left for his declining years, when 
he sent fortli a real top sawyer in Sir Barton, whose first racing success, it may be of interest to recall, 
came about in the running of the 1919 Kentucky Derby. Sir Burton’s improvement was really startling, 
and now that Grey Lag has found his racing legs, he also may develop into a horse of the highest class. 
At any rate, his breeding suggests this, and it is more than probable that he will live to confer many 
postiiumous honors on the five-times leading sire. Star Shoot. 

The results of this season’s racing are absolutely convincing proof that It pays to breed only to and 
from the best. 8ome day I intend to go through the list of 1920 stake winners and ascertain to which 
of the different families tliey belong; in fact, I have already made a beginning, and so far as I have 
progressed 1 find that well-nigh all of the big winners of the present season are members of one or an- 
other of the Bruce Lowe families. Star Shoot himself claimed membership of the Maid of Masham 
brancli of the No. 9 family, which now is productive of many really first-class sires. The rise of the 
Maid of Masham family, as a sire family, iwstdutes the passing of Bruce Lowe, otherwise he would cer- 
tainly have included this line also as a sire family, for is it not the family of -the Derby sire, Cyllene, 
of St. Hilaire, St. Damien, Winkfield’s Pride, Friar Rock and his half-brotlier. Fair Play? 

Star Shoot now stands fourth on the winning sire list and third to Meddler and Rock Sand on the win- 
ning brood mure sire list, the sons and daughters of Star Shoot liaviug at this time won in first moneys 
alone over $94,000. and ids daughters have bred the winners of over $108,000, this being an achievement 
hard to duplicate and one only imssible for a really well-bred horse. Only yesterday, when in conversa- 
tion with a clear-siglited and knowledgable horseman of wide international exjierience, it was remarked 
tliat there was but little use looking outside of Meddler, Rock Sand, Star Slioot, Voter and descendants 
of Glencoe for brood mure sires. Of course, I myself should include descendants of Spendthrift and Bon- 
nie Scotland. The conclusion, however, is that it is only the blood which counts In brood mares, and Star 
Shoot, on account of his breeding, is just as famous as a sire of brood mures as be is as the sire of win- 
ners. 

Miss Minnie, dam of Grey Lag, is a daughter of the undefeated Meddler. Really the success of 
daughters of Meddler as brood mares is the best sort of proof that different lines of blood are best 
adapted for different purposes, hence Bruce Lowe with his sire and running lines, and it is also plain 
that some horses are better brood mare sires tiian others, for the reason that their pedigrees show them 
to be strongly fortified in just those strains of blood, responsible for the appearance of the great and 
good brood mares of the past. The pedigree of Meddler is built upon a foundation of Petrarch, Macaroni 
and Kingston, and what better brood mare blood is there to be. had? Grey Lag’s granddam, that good 
race mare and daugliter of Orvieto— Spectrum. These good race fillies, however, frequently fail to lepro- 
duce their own turf excellence, but the good that is in them almost invariably crops out in the third and 
fourth generation after them. When Mr. Clarence’ Mackay had Spectrum at Kingston, I was more or 
less disappointed in her failure to send out a first-class horse, but the good that was in her, backed by 
a dash of Meddler, is now making itself manifest in her grandson. Grey Lag, and Spectrum’s sire, 
Orvieto, a son of Bend Or and Napoli, dam also of Laveno and Ponza. by Macaroni, and following this 
comes False Sight, by tlie Derby winner Melton, and this the Vega, by Stockwell branch of the No. 13 
family. 



Cranebird’s Victory Brings an In- 
vestigation on Suspicion of 
Her Being a Ringer.

LOITSV’ILLE, Ky., November 5. — C. C. Van Me- 
ter’s three-year-old colt Sterling raced this after- 
noon in keeping -with the high expectations last 
spring of his connections, for he accounted for the 
mile and an eighth handicap, iu which he carried 
124 pounds, made a stiff pace from practically the 
start and beat Captain Mac home after a strenuous 
drive through the last eighth. Four started in the 
race, with Captain Mac an outstanding favorite, 
and Dresden next fancied. Sterling took the lead 
iu the first quarter and, with Captain Mac in closest 
pursuit, showed the w.ay to the finish, withstanding 
repeated challenges by Captain Mac and ultimately 
having a half length margin on him. The time. 
1:51%, is within three-fifths of a second of the 
best time made over* the track for the distance and 
was made by Royal, carrying 110 pounds. 

John Lowe’s highly-rated High Cloud finally had 
an opportunity to display his best form when he 
beat one of the best band of sjMrinters that could 
be mustered in these parts and won fram Blushing 
Beauty, -with George Starr heading the others. 

The victory of Granebird, a first-time starter 
and grouped with others in the field in the second 
race, brought with it some excitement after the 
finisih. and likewise an investigation by the stewards 
to establish that she is all she is represented to be. 
Rumors of a ringer, and that she was other than a 
two-year-old, caused it huny call to be sent out 
for a veterinary to establish her age. Stewart 
Price also confirmed her markings -with her regis- 
tration certificate. The suspicion was apparently 
unfounded, but, pending further investigation, the 
filly is practically in' charge of The Jockey Cluli 
officials and the purse she earned is being held. 
She ran in the colors and property of W. Raymond, 
said to live in California, and she was carded as 
trained by W. Klmmich. She is western bred, 
judging by the given pedigree, Irish Exile — Yo El 
Reyne. 

INDIAN SViaiER 'WEATHER PREVAILS. 

Typical Indian summer weather was again the 
rule and the combination of good atmospheric con- 
ditions and a fast track was a factor in the fine 
sport and a big attendance to view the racing. 

Rub.y furiiislied a surprise in the opening race 
when she finished in advance of Cotton Blossom 
and Brig of War. with several good ones following. 
It marked the last start for Cotton Blossom in 
the Hawkins colors, for J. L. Paul claimed her for 
$3,200. 

The sixth race resulted in a lucky victory for 
Ring Rose, which beat Natural and Lucy Kate 
home after a bard drive. Natural was probabl.v 
best in the race, for she began slowly and had 
to come around tlie others and also found diffi- 
culty in escaping a jam oa the last turn, which 
resulted in tlie fail of Mary G., ridden by King. 

Jockey Hoffler was suspended for five days by 
the starter after the second race. 

Jockey H. King was badly shaken up by hla 
fall on Mary G. in the sixth race. 

Sinionite was claimed by Gruber & Borgman at 
a cost of $2,000. 

The veteran Obolus had to be destroyed this 
morning, as a result of breaking his leg while at 
exercise. 

Ka.v Silence will retire fifteen Applegate -Thraves 
owned horses to Douglas Park immediately after 
the close of racing here and give them light train- 
ing during the winter. Hocnir and Mr. .Tiggs, 
owned by W. V. Thraves will be turned over to 
W. Finnegan, in charge of the W. Knebelkamp 
horses, to be campaigned at Havana next winter. 

Jockey Lyke will go East after the racing is over 
here for a brief visit to his hombe and tlien to 
New Orleans, where he will ride next winter. 

T. J. Pendergast, well-known political leader 
in Missouri, wlio owns a serviceable band of racers 
iu charge of trainer L. Calm, was among today’s 
visitors and will be here for the remainder of the 
racing season.
